Widow of Civil War Veteran 


Succumbs at Home in New 


Holland, Monday. 


LANSING, Kas., Jan. 23.—Only 


two of the seven convicts who fled 
the state penitentiary here Friday 
were still at large today following 
a gun battle at Paoli, Kas., in 
which Bob "Big Boy" Brady was 
slain by a posse and three fellow 
fugitives were captured. 


Brady, a vicious desperado, and 


his three companions were armed 
with one shotgun when the posse 
of officers and national guard de- 
puties overtook the fugitives. 


The possemen opened fire when 


Brady shouted, "let's fight." The
